Materials that 
have already been dyed have been 
subjected to all the ordinary tests, 
which they have stood satisf 
Electricity and Health. 
[Youth's Companion:}] Substitut- 
ing electric power for steam in fac- 
tories directly affects the health pof 
the community, for it does away wih 
smoke. For example, since electric 
motors began to be used in the in- 
dustries of the borough of Bury, in 
England. not only have the twenty- 
four chimneys formerly needed for 
steam power gone out of use, but, 
owing to the convenient supply of 
electric power, twenty-seven other 
chimnevs that otherwise would have 
been erected have not been put Up. 
The large chimney at the power sta- 
tion repli altogether fifty-one 
smaller chimneys in other parts of 
the town. Furthermore, the fuel for 
the power station goes directly from 
the freight cars inte the coal bunkers. 
Were the difty-one chimneys still in 
use, more than two hundred tons of 
fuel would have to be carted each 
week for consideraDle distances 
through the public streets; the electric 
power supply, that is, frees the roads 
of much heavy traffic. Finally, the 
fuel consumed at the power station 
is burned in a scientific way, #0 ag to 
produce the minimum amount of 
amoke. Probably that could not be 
said of the superseded furnaces.

State Can be f in the Con- 

struction of Public W a. 

The recent unionite attempt to 
“get even” with contractors of pub- 
lic works in New York, by digging up 
an old statute forbidding the employ- 
ment of any but citizens of the State, 
has reacted heavily on t unionists, 
The State Court of Appeal upheld re- 
cently the constitutionality pf the State 
law, which prohibits the ployment 
of aliens oh public works, and which 
provides forfeiture of cdntracts on 
which alien labor was empored. 

Judge Cardozo asserted that the 
Legislature had decleured that the 
moneys of the State shall. go to the 
people of the State. “Eqtal protec- 
tion of the laws is due to aliens as 
to citizens,” he continued, equal 
protection does not mean’ that those 
who have no interest in the common 
property of the State muét share in 
that property on the same terms as 
those who have an interest.” 

As a very large proportion of the 
members of the, different working- 
men’s unions are not interested in the 
common property of the State, own- 
ing no real property and paying no 
taxes, they will hereafter be them- 
selves debarred from employment on 
public works as a result of the freak 
law they were instrumental in having 
enacted a few years ago.

Tt is stated in the report that there 
are 20,000 women and girls employed 
in stores alone who receive leas than 
$7.50 a week. This number consti- 
tutes 54 per cent. of all women em- 
ployed in stores. Ten thousand wom- 
en and girls recéive less than $5.50 
a week. In shirt and paper box fac- 
tories more than half of the women 
workers receive less than $87 a week, 
one-fourth ef them receive less 
than $5. 
To remedy the conditions it is pro- 
that a law be enacted creating 
& Wage commission of three persons 
appointed by the Governor, which aft- 
er investigation, shall establish wage 
boards, composed of representatives of 
employers, employees and the pub- 
lic, in any industry in which it has 
reason to believe women and minors 
are receiving less than a living wage. 
This commission shall determine 
the amount of the living wages. There 
is no provision for the enforcement 
of the wages established by the com- 
mission. It is merely required that 
the names of employers who fail to 
give the wage shall be published in 
the newspapers. In stating its reason 
for not empowering the commission 
to enforce payment of established 
the report says: 
“| “The constitutionality of such a law 
has been challenged in a case now 
pending before the Supreme Court of 
the United States. We are of the 
opinion that In an initial measure the 
question of wages should be settled 


directly concerned, by an en- 
lightened public opinion. If, however, 
it should prove after a fair test that 
this method is ineffective, the Legis- 
lature should have unquestioned pow- 
er to provide effective penalties.” 

It is further recommended that 
there be framed an amendment to the 
Constitution empowering the Legisia- 
ture to establish a wage commission 
which shall have power to fix wages 
for women and minors. 


Losing $50,000,000 Wages Yearty. 

By the immensely increased im- 
ports of British woolens, cloths and 
worsteds under the present low tariff, 
American labor is losing over %$590,- 
000,000 a year in wages. 

Unemployment in New York. 

That out of 145,996 families inves- 
tigated, there are in New York today 
34,560 families which have one or 
more of their members without em- 
ployment, and that there were in De- 
cember, 1914, 200,000 more persons 
unemployed than in December, 1915, 
is the report of E. H. Gary, chairman 
of the Mayor's Committee on Unem- 
ployment. Nearly 12 per cent. of the 
238,475 wage earners listed are un- 
able to find any work to do’ ‘These 
figures relate to total unemployment. 
No facts have been obtained concern- 
ing wage earners who work on part 
time only. If these were included it 
would be found that the per cent. of 
unemployment is far more than that 
rep .rted by the committee. The sim- 
tu th is that conditions in New 
York and in all parts of the country 
are the worst ever known. Not even 
the dreadful resulte of the tariff of 
1894 can compare with the destitu- 


tion and suffering that have followed 
the Free-Trade of 1913.
